LEAGUE SAVES 


Palmer Points Out Benefits 
to American Trade. 


Menace of Hostile Industrial 
Invasion Removed. 


Recurrence of German Com- 
mercial Peril Past. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 3.—The 
Rreatest menace to American busi- 
ness—the German industrial inva- 
sion—was removed and its re- 
currence made impossible by the 
great war, declared A. Mitchell 
Palmer, United States Attorney- 
General, speaking. before the 
Miaso uri Bar Association today. 

“As alien property custodian,” 
sald Mr. Palmer, “I took over three- 
quarters of a billion of dollars of 
German property in the United 
States. A considerable portion of 
this had been invested in America 
by interests that were either sub- 
sidized by the German government 
or the great banks of Germany.” 

Referring to the treaty of peace 

he said: “There has been consid- 
erable discussion of the treaty and 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions and some of it has been a little 
rough,’ declared Mr. Palmer, “but 
the surprising thing to me is that 
no emphasis has been put on what 
the treaty will do for American busi- 
ness men. 
“The treaty of peace protects the 
American business man against the 
hostile invasion of commercial in- 
terests. I doubt if these men suf- 
ficiently realize this fact.” 

WHERE BEQUEST WENT. 
Mentioning sore of the war-time 
incidents that occurred during his 
tenure as property @Gustodian, Mr.

These notes as placed 
in circulation in exchange for per- 
feectly good commodities, were ‘‘se- 
cured” by the deposit of German 
marks at the Reichbank in Berlin.

Mr. Palmer recalled that such 
transactions were expressly ratified 
in the Bucharest treaty, which Ru- 
mania annulled, however, when the 
changing fortunes of war made it 
possible.

CAREER OF BANDITRY 
OVERSEAS IS HALTED. 


OUTLAWS IN EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE CAPTURED AFTER A 
SPECTACULAR CHASE.

[BY CABLE—EXCIWSIVE DISPATCH) 
PARIS, Oct. 2.—The notorious 
Dearborn-O' Malley gang of automo- 
bile thieves and hold-up  artiste— 
eleven of the most desperate crimi- 
nals that were operating in the 
A.E.F., will face q court-martial at 
Brest this week. 

The leaders conducted an auto- 
mobile business in Minneapolis be- 
fore the war. They were accused 
there of stealing cars In various 
sections of the country, shipping 
them to Minneapolis, and overhaul- 
ing and selling them. 

They were arrested but released to 
fight for their country, but con- 
tinued the same practices in a bold- 
er manner in France. Now they must 
answer to many charges, including 
two murders.

Principal witnese of the prosecu- 
tion conducted by the criminal] in- 
vestigator for the Red Cross, which 
lost the army cars, tells a story of 
a chase which for thrills and melo- 
drama puts to shame a pho- 
toplay.

The committee made its request 
after Mr. Zabriskio had testified 
that despite urging by the Sugar 
Bequalization Board, President Wil- 
aon had failed to authorize purchase 
of the Cuban crop and after he, at 


Chairman McNary’s insistence, had 
presented his correspondence with 
the President. The Cuban govern- 
ment withdrew ite offers of the 
sugar crop September 23, Zabriskiv 
gald. He added, however, that 
means might yet be found to ob- 
tain the Cuban sugar iff legislative 
action could be had immediately. It 
would be necessary, also, he said, tv 
make provision for continuation of 
the Sugar Equalization Board, which 
automatically goes out of existence 
December $1.

Won't Reduce Bail of Twelve 
Caught in First Raid. 


Radicals Have Defense League 
to Fight All Cases. 


First victory in the cases of the 
twelve 1.W.W. members indicted by 
the county grand jury, was scored 
yesterday by the prosecution when 
Judge Willis asserted that “criminal 
syndicalism"” is nearly in the same 
category as treason and murder and 
Genied an application for a reduc- 
tion of bail. The twelve defendants, 
were arraigned in Judge Willis’s 
court and their cases were set for 
entry of plea on Tuesday. 

“The offense that is charged in 
this indictment,” said the court, “is 
an exceedingly serious one. As I 
read the @atute, this offense is next 
to | treason. Now, treason and 
murder are not bailable. This 
offense, as given in the statute, 
is next.in grade to offenses of this 
character, treason and murder. Un- 
less I can see the evidence and be 
shown @iat the evidence is less se- 
rious than the offense indicated by 
the indictment, I would not feel 
justified in reducing the ball.” 

It was held by some attorneys 
that the ruling of the court was 
practically setting a precedent for 
bail in charges of this nature. as 
this is among the first of stich 
charges to be tried. " 

In spite of the fact that the de- 
fendants have been under arrest 
only a few days it was disclosed 
yesterday by a telegram received by 
one of them that a “defense league” 
has already been organized to pro- 
vide funds for fighting charces 
against 1|.W.W. arrested under the 
new statute.

The telegram was from EF. Levin, 
said to be acting secretary of dGne 
of the o nizations in San Fran- 
cigeo, to J. W. Nichida.

Inform 
others.” 

The receipt of this telegram, it 
was said, was the first intimation 
that the LW.W. has organized to 
fight criminal syndicalism cases, It 
wes intimated that this information 
may be placed before the grand jury, 
when that body resumes its Inquiry 
into the activities of the L.W.W. in 
advocating sabotsce.

The 
Times declared from the beginning that 
the term “progressive” was, in their case,

EARS before the war began The Times 

declared in favor of a League of Na 
tions to protect and guarantee the peace 
of the free peoples of the world. Despite 
the scoffing of the unthinking it preached 
the doctrine of national sovereignty and 
international unity. The tumultuous years 
came which its great builder held to be 
necessary before the world would be ready 
for a league of peace, and the Leacue of 
Nations ‘came after. While many of the 
ancient enemies of The Times are fighting 
the covenant of the league, just as they 
have fought successively the other great 
principles The Times has advocated, The 
Times is now gratified to see some of its 
former opponents now fighting by its side. 
The Times has not swerved an iota from 
its course, but they have swung into line. 
And The Times is confident of the ultimate 
result. The storm of opposition, with its 
passions and prejudices, will pass and the 
league will remain. Interpretations safe- 
guarding American interests may be cou- 
pled to the Senate resolution ratifying the 
covenant: but they will serve to fortify 
rather than to weaken. The big thing is 
that the League of Nations is even now 
in existence; we can safely trust to the 
future to keep it abreast the progress of 
the world. 

The Times reposed confidence in the ultt- 
mate triumph of right thinking while the 
war was in progress. It held that the prin- 
ciples for which the free peoples fought 
were themselves a powerful force; that 
they would appeal to the civilian popula- 
tions of the Central Powers and would 
play a leading part in the final German 
collapse. 


Viewing the conflict tn this light, The 
Times felt assured that the first peace 
note addressed by the German government 
to President Wilson was evidence of the 
Hun collapse. It was the first newspaper 
in the country to declare editorially that 
Germany was hopelessly beaten and that 
an armistice should be agreed to, because 
a further sacrifice of the lives of American 
soldiers would be a crime. 

And The Times was compelled to with- 
stand again a wave of popular passion. It 
was accused of feeding its readers on false 
hopes, of playing into the hands of the 
enemy. The armistice which followed was 
the indisputable proof of the justness of 
its position. The world now knows that 
a continuation of the conflict would have 
necessitated useless slaughter. Germany 
was beaten and crushed. . 


The abiding faith of The Times in the 
ultimate triumph of universal justice and 
right thinking has been strengthened by 
the events of the last five years. The beav- 
ens to the eastward are clearing. Indus. 
trial freedom and universal peace are prov- 
ing to be something more than idle dreams. 
The whole trend of events is in the direc- 
tion of a higher realization by the public 
at large of the fundamental truths on 
which American institutions and American 
liberty are founded. The millennium is 
not visible, but The Times, EVER FOR- 
WARD-LOOKING, is convinced that this 
people is moving in the right direction.

HEARST FABRICATION. 

A typical instance of the fabrication 
and invention resorted to by the Hears? 
newspapers in order to stir up Sinn Fein 
and anti-British sentiment in this country 
bas been called to the attention of The 
Times by an English resident of Los An- 
geles. On August 19 the Los Angeles Ex. 
aminer published what putported to be a 
true copy of a letter written by Viscount 
French, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, to an 
Irish statesman of Dublin. The name of 
the recipient of the letter was not given. 

In the letter Lord French was made to 
malign the British governmént, ridicule its 
attitude towards Ireland and to call its 
Irish policy “sheer madness.” After relating 
how mean the British policy towards Ire- 
land is the alleged letter continued: 

At present the average Englishman 

realize these facts. He 

“I have won the greatest 
war in history. I absolutely command 
the seas. If the ‘Dagoes’ in Burope 
chfoose to starve or Bolshevize, I am not 
going to worry much about it. As for 

America, let her wallop her own nig- 

gers, but I am not going to submit to 

dictation about my internal affairs, 
and Ireland is my private affair. Amer 
ica can go to blazes.” 

Viscount French is then made to say 
that, through the League of Nations, Eng- 
land expects America to be the banker 
and policeman for bankrupt revolutionary 
Burope in order finally to secure “the 
maintenance of England's predominant po- 
sition” In the world. 

No especial attention was paid here to 
the letter; for the local English colony is 
fully conversant with the fabrications of the 
Hearst newspaper. But one British resident 
took the article seriously. He sent a clip- 
ping of it to Viscount French at Vice Regal 
Lodge, Dublin, and received the following 
reply: 

I have submitted the cutting you in- 
close to Lord French and he directs me 
to say that there is not a single word 
of truth in the matter therein contained. 
It is greatly to be regretted that any 
newspaper should demean itself by pub- 
lishing deliberate inventions. <

The purported letter occupied a column 
of space in the Examiner, with the custom- 
ary sensational headlines. Its whole intent 
was to stir up resentment against Great 
Britain for the effect it might have in aid- 
ing the Hearst campaign against the League 
of Nations.
